he who has the sole selling of any com­ 
m odity may and will m ake the price as 
he pleas**. 
"S econd.—The second incident to a 
monopoly is th at after the monopoly is 
granted the commodity is not so go<.<] 
and m erchantable as it was before, for 
the patentee, having the sole trade, re 
ffards only hie private benefits and not 
the common wealth. 
"T hird. 
It tends to the impoverish 
merit of divers artificers and others. 
who before the monopoly by tho labor 
of their hands in their art or trade had 
m aintained themselves and their fam i­ 
lies and now of necessity will be con­ 
strained tx* live in idleness and beg 
gary ” 
I tielieve history will repeat itse1f* 
and in refloating itself in righting these 
wrongH. 
Creed and selfishness in cor 
porato aggregate are not different from 
greed iii the individual except in degna 
and power 
In the same degree that 
certain hum an attribntes and powers 
m ay be strengthened and supplemented 
by corporale association for rightful 
ends. so in a like degree may corporate 
associations combine an aggregate bu 
m an greed and hum an heartlessness nu 
til it becomes so oppressive th a t tin \ 
threaten the existence of the life of th a t 
greater association of individuals th; t 
w e call government. 
Such associations become too power 
‘ful for the individual to antagonize *n 
contend with. Therefore it is tile propel 
method to treat of this corporate ag 
gTension through the federal and state 
governm ents 
No corporation can beein 
its existence w ithout a charter granted 
to it by the governm ent either state or 
federal. 
There is a contract implied 
when such charter is issued between tho 
creature— tho 
corporation—and 
it*, 
creator— the state. This contractual re 
la lion is a t once violated whenever such 
corporate cre-atnre uses its powers to 
carry out any contract, policy or scheme 
th a t is against tho public policy of the 
state or nation, or to directly or indi 
red ly violate any of the federal or state 
eta tutee. 
Hence every state has reserved onto 
itself in the constitution the old com­ 
mon law " w rit of the crown, ” known 
to law yers as "quo w arianto, ” whereby 
the crown officer or the attorney general 
of the U nitcmI States or the respective 
states, either w ith or w ithout the re­ 
quest of the supreme court of the re­ 
spective Staten, may in stitu te quo w ar 
Tanto proceedings directly in the high 
8st court of the state at tho expense of 
the state and backed by the whole arm 
of the state, calling upon such offend­ 
ing corporate creature to show cause 
why its life should not betaken from it 
by revoking its charter, appointing 
trustees and w inding lip its existence. 
It needs no national cam paign, state 
p la tfo r m or resolutions to enforce the 
powers reserved by each state over its 
own creatures. 
All it requires is the 
action of the executive law officer o f 
the U nited States and of the respective 
states to bring the m atter directly be­ 
fore the courts, aud, judging from the 
precedent now established in the United 
^States suprem o court urn! the supreme 
court of tho state of Ohio, there is no 
aggression on the part of corporations 
or abuses of the rights of the people 
but what the courts of last resort will 
speedily remedy in their respective jn 
risdictions.

— The second incident to a 
monopoly is th at after the monopoly is 
granted the commodity is not so good 
and m erchantable aa it was before, for 
the patentee, having the sole trade, re 
Hards only his private benefits and not 
the common wealth 
“ Third. 
It tends to the im poverish­ 
m ent of divers artificers and others, 
who before the monopoly by the labor 
of their hands in their art or trade had 
m aintained themselves and their fa mi 
lies and now of necessity will be con­ 
strained to live in idleness and beg 
g a ry ." 
I believe history will repeat itself 
and is repeating itself in righting these 
wrongH. 
Greed and selfishness in cor 
porate aggregate are riot different from 
greed in the individual except in d eg ret 
and power 
In the same degree that 
certain hum an attrib u tes and powers 
m ay be strengthened and supplem ented 
by corporale association for rightful 
ends, so in a like degree may corporate 
associations combine an aggregate bu 
m an greed and hum an heartlessness nu 
til it becomes so oppressive th at the} 
threaten the existence of the life of that 
greater association of individuals th; t 
we call governm ent 
Such associations become too power 
fn l for tho individual to antagonize im 
contend w ith. Therefore it is the propel 
method to treat of this corporate ag 
gression through the federal and state 
governm ents No corporation can begin 
its existence w ithout a charter granted 
to it by the governm ent either state in 
federal. 
There is a contract implied 
when such charter Ih issued between the 
creature— tho 
corporation 
and 
ifs 
creator—the state. This contractual re 
latten is a t once violated whenever such 
corporate creature uses its powers to 
c a rry o u t any contract, policy or scheme 
th at is against tho public policy of the 
state or nation, or to directly or indi­ 
rectly violate any of the federal or state 
•ta tutee. 
Hence every state has reserved nnto 
itself iii th e constitution the old com­ 
mon law “ w rit of the crow n," known 
to law yers as “ quo w an a ii to ," whereby 
the crown officer or the attorney general \ 
of the U nited States or the respective 
states, either w ith or w ithout the re­ 
quest of tho supreme court of the re­ 
spective HtatcH. may in stitu te quo w ar 
rauto proceedings directly in the high 
est court of the s t a t e a t tho expense of 
Die state and backed by the whole arm 
of the state, calling upon such offend­ 
ing corporate creature to show cause 
why its life should not betaken from it 
by revoking its charter, appointing 
tiU'-t.eoH and w inding up its existence. 
It needs no national cam paign, state 
platform or resolutions to enforce the 
powers reserved by each state over its 
own creatures 
All it requires is the 
action of tho executive law officer of 
the U nited States and of the respective 
states to bring the m atter directly be­ 
fore the courts, and, judging from the 
precedent now established in the U nited 
States suprem o court and the suprem e 
court of tho state of Ohio, there is no 
aggression on the part of corporations 
or abuses of the rights of the people 
but w hat the courts of last resort will 
speedily rem edy in their respective ju 
risdictiona-
